Her dancing has been referred to as a
fusion of graceful motion and explosive energy. Her outstanding teaching skills also made her a favorite
among salsa students at establishments such as the Mayan and Conga Room. She captured her first major
salsa dance championship at the Mayan World Championships in the summer of 2002. Performances
have taken her to Bolivia, South Korea, Canada, Mexico, Germany, Italy, and Japan. She has also won
more than a dozen competitions with former partner Salomon Rivera. Liz is currently a five-time World
Salsa Champion and a seven-time US Salsa Champion. Liz also choreographed the semi-finals and finals
routines for Mark and Shawn, the first-place winners of “Dancing With the Stars” Season 8, and the
feature film “The Ugly Truth”starring Gerard Butler and Katherine Heigl.
